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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


As the war against drugs gained momentum with the firm and strong support of the Duterte 
administration to the anti-drug campaign, the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency and other law 
enforcement agencies (OLEAs) have been conducting intensified anti-drug initiatives and working on 
high value targets and high impact operations, and steadily zeroing on a 100% drug-free barangays. 


This Annual Report explicitly presents the gains of the anti-drug campaign and the continuing efforts 
of the government, through the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency, in providing a drug-free country 
for the citizenry. 

National Anti-Drug Accomplishments 

For FY 2017, PDEA and OLEAs conducted 38,830 anti-drug operations which resulted in the seizure of 
Php 5,515,332,712.66 billion worth of dangerous drugs and controlled precursors and essential chemicals 
(CPECs). Highlights of these are the seizures of 1,053.91 kilos of shabu, 367.34 kilos of dried marijuana 
leaves, 591 pieces of ecstasy tablets, and 9.89 kilos of cocaine, among others. 

Operations worthy to note for FY 2017 are the following: 

a. Dismantling of two (2) clandestine laboratories discovered in Cainta, Rizal and Baesa, Quezon 

City. The two are considered as industrial laboratories or the megalab type which can produce 


more than 50 kilos of shabu per production cycle. 


b. Dismantling of one (1) chemical warehouse. The warehouse was found in Brgy. Tallungan, Aparri, 
Cagayan. 


c. Eradication of twenty-seven (27) marijuana plantation sites which resulted in the destruction of 
Php59.11 billion worth of marijuana including 221,035 pieces of marijuana plants and 50.12 kilos 
of dried marijuana leaves. 59% of 27 sites were located in CAR. The rest are in Regions 1 and 7. 


Subsequently, the conduct of anti-drug operations resulted in the following: 


a. Arrest of 75,008 drug personalities that include 301 government officials composed of 129 elected 
officials, 27 law enforcers and 145 government employees. 


b. Filing of 41,224 drug cases. 


c. Destruction of Php6.6 billion worth of seized dangerous drugs. 


d. Seizure of 1,036 kilos of shabu, 591 tablets of ecstasy, 341.18 kilos of marijuana and 9.89 kilos of 
cocaine. 





Also presented in this report are accomplishments on other support anti-drug drug strategies, 
programs and initiatives being carried out by the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency as the implementer 
of the provisions of RA 9165: 


a. 


Issuance of 13,001 licenses and 27,929 permits to registered handlers of controlled substances. 
One of the diversion prevention strategies of the Agency is the close monitoring of industries and 
practitioners who are using controlled precursors and essential chemicals. 


Part of diversion control also is the conduct of regulatory inspections. For 2017, a total of 569 
regulatory inspections were conducted. 


Granting of Php19,514,994.64 million to 21 “Operation: Private Eye” informants whose information 
resulted to successful anti-drug operations. 


Conduct of 778,744 preventive education and advocacy campaign efforts in schools, barangays, 
private and public organizations, and institutions. 


Internal cleansing and preservation of the integrity of anti-drug operations are also prime concerns 
of PDEA as anti-drug operations tread sensitivity on morally-challenged track.

For 2017, the Agency has conducted a mandatory drug test to 1,092 personnel nationwide which 
resulted to the termination from Service of two personnel who were found positive for drug use. 


During the year, 18 personnel were suspended, 11 were admonished, and 14 were dismissed from 
the service. 


Along with operational accomplishments, PDEA has implemented various initiatives and accomplished 
significant development for its capability and capacity building and enhancements.

And as embodied in the Philippine Development Plan 2017-2022, PDEA has partaken in achieving 
the country’s goal for better living by reducing, if not totally eliminating, the drug problem in the country. 


The Creation of the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency 


OnJune7, 2002, through thesigning ofthe Republic Act 9165, otherwise known as “The Comprehensive 
Dangerous Drugs Act of 2002,” the reorganization of the Philippine drug law enforcement system took 
effect. 


The enactment of RA 9165 led to the creation of the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency that is 
mandated to carry out the provisions of the law and lead the fight against illegal drugs in the country.

Powers and Duties of the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency 


Pursuant to Section 84 of the Republic Act 9165, the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency shall have the 
following powers and duties:

Implement or cause the efficient and effective implementation of the national drug control strategy 
formulated by the Board thereby carrying out a national drug campaign which shall include drug 
law enforcement, control and prevention campaign with the assistance of concerned government 
agencies; 


Undertake the enforcement of the provisions of Article II of this Act relative to the unlawful acts 
and penalties involving any dangerous drug and/or controlled precursor and essential chemical and 
investigate all violators and other matters involved in the commission of any crime relative to the 
use, abuse or trafficking of any dangerous drug and/or controlled precursor and essential chemical as 
provided for in this Act and the provisions of Presidential Decree 1619; 


Administer oath, issue subpoena and subpoena duces tecum relative to the conduct of investigation 
involving the violations of this Act; 


Arrest and apprehend as well as search all violators and seize or confiscate, the effects or proceeds 
of the crimes as provided by law and take custody thereof, for this purpose the prosecutors and 
enforcement agents are authorized to possess firearms, in accordance with existing laws; 


Take charge and have custody of all dangerous drugs and/or controlled precursors and essential 
chemicals seized, confiscated or surrendered to any national, provincial or local law enforcement 
agency, if no longer needed for purposes of evidence in court; 


Establish forensic laboratories in each PNP office in every province and city in order to facilitate 
action on seized or confiscated drugs, thereby hastening its destruction without delay; 


Recommend to the DOJ the forfeiture of properties and other assets of persons and/or corporations 
found to be violating the provisions of this Act and in accordance with pertinent provisions of the 
Anti-Money-Laundering Act of 2001; 


Prepare for prosecution or cause the filing of appropriate criminal and civil cases for violation of all 
laws on dangerous drugs, controlled precursors and essential chemicals, and their similar controlled 
substances, and assist, support and coordinate with other government agencies for the proper and 
effective prosecution of the same; 


Monitor, and if warranted by circumstances, in coordination with the Philippine Postal Office and the 
Bureau of Customs, inspect all air cargo packages, parcels and mails in the central post office, which 
appear from the package and address itself to be a possible importation of dangerous drugs and/ 
or controlled precursors and essential chemicals, through on-line or cyber shops via the internet or 
cyberspace;

Conduct eradication programs to destroy wild or illegal growth of plants from which dangerous drugs 
may be extracted; 


Initiate and undertake the formation of a nationwide organization which shall coordinate and 
supervise all activities against drug abuse in every province, city, municipality and barangay with the 
active and direct participation of all such local government units and nongovernmental organizations, 
including the citizenry, subject to the provisions of previously formulated programs of action against 
dangerous drugs; 


Establish and maintain a national drug intelligence system in cooperation with law enforcement 
agencies, other government agencies/offices and local government units that will assist in its 
apprehension of big-time drug lords;

control and administration agencies and organizations, and implement the applicable provisions of 
international conventions and agreements related to dangerous drugs to which the Philippines is a 
signatory; 


Create and maintain an efficient special enforcement unit to conduct an investigation, file charges and 
transmit evidence to the proper court, wherein members of the said unit shall possess suitable and 
adequate firearms for their protection in connection with the performance of their duties: Provided, 
that no previous special permit for such possession shall be required; 


Require all government and private hospitals, clinics, doctors, dentists and other practitioners to 
submit a report, in coordination with the Board, about all dangerous drugs and/or controlled 
precursors and essential chemicals which they have attended to for data and information purposes; 


Coordinate with the Board for the facilitation of the issuance of necessary guidelines, rules and 
regulations for the proper implementation of this Act; 


Initiate and undertake a national campaign for drug prevention and drug control programs, where 
it may enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency or instrumentality of the 
government, including government-owned and/or controlled corporations, in the anti-illegal drugs 
drive, which may include the use of their respective personnel, facilities, and resources for a more 
resolute detection and investigation of drug related crimes and prosecution of the drug traffickers; 


Submit an annual and periodic reports to the Board as may be required from time to time, and 
perform such other functions as may be authorized or required under existing laws and as directed by 
the President himself/herself or as recommended by the congressional committees concerned.

THE PHILIPPINE DRUG SITUATION 


Dominant Drugs in the Philippine Market 


The Philippines remains to be a country that produces and consumes illegal drugs. Illegal drugs 
proliferate in the Philippine market because of the huge number of drug dependents who patronize not 
only one but several types of illegal drugs, or otherwise called poly-drug users. 


Two of the most prevalent and most abused drugs in the Philippines are methamphetamine 
hydrochloride or shabu and cannabis sativa or marijuana. Based on the data of drug-related arrests in 
the country, the main drug of choice is shabu at 96.43%, followed by marijuana at 3.36% and other drugs 
(ecstasy, cocaine, nubain, valium). 


The emergence of new drugs in the country puts another risk in the lives of Filipinos. 


As of now, new emerging drugs are identified to have entered the country. These include new 
psychoactive substances under UNODC watch. In the Philippines, however, there are NPS that are 
already classified as dangerous drugs in accordance with DDB Regulations such as salvia divinorum, 
Benzylpiperazine, ketamine, and Alpha-Pyrrolidinopentiophenone or flakka. 


Drug Prices 


People who suffered from addiction to illegal drugs more often than not put a strain to their personal 
and professional life. Aside from health concerns, these people tend to lose their homes, families, friends 
and jobs. These dependents tend to have financial strains due to their investment in illegal drugs which 
are very costly. 


For FY 2017, the price of shabu is Php5,000 per gram. Marijuana is priced at Phpioo per gram. 
Cocaine is valued at Php4,200 per gram, while ecstasy’s price is at Php1,500 per tablet. 





Illegal Drug Trafficking and Drug Trafficking Organizations 


Due to the vast and porous shorelines and the various entry and exit points in the country, the 
advancers of illegal activities are very resilient and irrepressible to do illicit traffic in and out of the 
country. 


In fact, illegal drug trafficking is the most prevalent and pervasive illegal drug activity in the 
Philippines. This includes the transportation of dangerous drugs and controlled precursors and essential 
chemicals (CPECs), manufacture, distribution, and use of illegal drugs. 


In this regard, illegal drug trafficking proves to be a huge market in the country. Drug trafficking 
organizations are the foundation of illegal drug trade. They usually function as the manufacturer of 
illegal drugs in and out of the country. 


This results to drug syndicates, transnational and local, exploiting and utilizing Filipinos, who are 
easily enticed by the huge amount of money involved, to be drug couriers. 


Among these organizations are the African Drug Syndicates (ADS), Chinese/Filipino-Chinese Drug 
Syndicate and the Mexican Sinaloa Drug Syndicate.

Barangay Drug Affectation 


With the strong pronouncement of the 
President to address the country’s drug problem 
at the community level, there is the continuous 
monitoring and assessment of drug situation at 
the barangay level. 

Unaffected 

As of December 2017, out of the total 42,036 17, 612; 42% 
barangays in the country, 24,424, or 58.10%, 
are drug-affected. 





As provided in DDB Regulation No. 2, series of 2016, barangays are classified as follows: 

A. Drug Unaffected Barangay — has not ever been plagued or beset by any illegal drug activities 

B. Drug Affected Barangay — has reported presence of drug user, pusher, manufacturer, 
marijuana cultivator, or other drug personality, drug den, marijuana plantation, clandestine 
laboratory, and facilities related to production of illegal drugs: 

1. Seriously affected — reported presence of any of the following: clandestine drug 
laboratory, warehouse marijuana plantation and drug den/ tiangge, drug trafficking and 
smuggling activities, and drug personalities (i.e. users, pushers, financiers, protectors, 
cultivator, manufacturer and others); 

2. Moderately affected — reported presence of drug pusher/s and/or user/s; and 

3. Slightly affected — reported presence of drug user/s. 

C. Drug Cleared Barangay - classified as previously drug affected and subjected to drug 


clearing operation and declared free from any illegal drug activities pursuant to the parameters 
set forth by this regulation.

THE CHALLENGES = 





The administration’s campaign to eradicate the use and abuse of illegal drugs has never been this bold 
and resolute, making it dynamic and persuasive, especially to the community. 


Anchored in the priority thrust of President Duterte to fortify the war against illegal drugs and have 
a drug-free country, the Agency, together with the other law enforcement agencies, has been inexorable 
and relentless in its anti-drug campaign. 


The gargantuan task at hand is never easy for the Agency. The drug problem and the current situation 
in the field like the emergence of new psychoactive substances such as MDMA derivatives, ephedrine 
derivatives, and gamma butyrolactone (GBL) are quite challenging for the PDEA operatives. 


On January 29, 2017 to February 28, 2017, the president pronounced that PDEA would be the sole 
agency to implement the anti-drug operations. After a few months, on October 10, 2017, with the startling 
second pronouncement by the president for PDEA as the sole agency in the implementation of the anti- 
drug campaign, the Agency faced another challenge considering the inadequate manpower and logistical 
resources and capabilities it has at its disposal. PDEA has only 1,251 drug enforcers to combat the drug 
problem in the whole country. It was only on December 5, 2017 that conduct of anti-drug operations by 
other law enforcement agencies were allowed to resume. 


However, with the two months that the sole implementation of the anti-drug campaign was left to 
PDEA, the Agency rose above the challenge and accomplished what the President and the public have 
expected.

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NATIONAL ANTI-DRUG ACCOMPLISHMENT = 





Year 2017 is a very challenging yet fulfilling period for Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency, the lead 
agency in the enforcement of anti-drug law, as it espouses its zealous and steadfast war against illegal 
drugs in the country. 


With the strong support of the Duterte Administration in the Agency’s anti-drug campaign, significant 
number of remarkable accomplishments have been noted for the year. 


For the year, 38,830 anti-drug operations have been successfully conducted by PDEA and other law 
enforcement agencies nationwide. These operations resulted in the arrest of 75,008 drug personalities who 
are responsible in the propagation of illicit drug problem in the country and other crimes related to it. 





Dismantling of Clandestine Shabu Laboratories 


One of the most abused illegal drugs in the country is Methamphetamine Hydrochloride or shabu. 
To suppress the proliferation of this dangerous drug, the Agency, together with other law enforcement 
agencies, intensified its efforts in the dismantling of clandestine laboratories nationwide. 


For the year, two (2) clandestine shabu laboratories were dismantled through the joint operations 
of PDEA and PNP. 11.20 grams of shabu worth Php 56,018.00 and CPECs worth Php 38,299.80 were 
confiscated. 


On March 14, 2017, PDEA together with Cainta MPS dismantled a clandestine laboratory located in 
Vista Verde Subdivision, San Isidro, Cainta, Rizal. Seized from the laboratory were 15,785 ml of liquid 
shabu and 11.20 grams of shabu in crystalline form. 


On May 20, 2017, another shabu laboratory located in Quirino Highway, Baesa, Quezon City was 


dismantled by PDEA and Quezon City Police District. Seized were 22.52 liters of liquid shabu, 109.43 
grams of ephedrine, and 252.93 kilos of pseudoephedrine. 


Clandestine shabu laboratories in the country are classified as follows: 


a. Small scale or Kitchen Type Laboratory — laboratory with an average production capacity 
between 1 to 10 kilograms per batch. 


b. Medium Scale Laboratory — shabu laboratory with an average production capacity between 
10 to 50 kilograms per batch. 


c. Industrial Laboratory — large scale shabu laboratory with an average production capacity of 
more than 50 kilos per batch.

Seized during the operation were 
various laboratory equipment and CPECs. 





Interdiction Operations 





















The country’s open ports and coastlines are 
ideal for smuggling and trafficking of illegal drugs. 


One of the anti-drug strategies done by law 
enforcers is the interdiction operation which is 
the act of intercepting or disrupting the dangerous 
drugs and/or CPECs to be brought to the recipient 
of the item or product. 


During the year, a total of nine (9) interdiction 
operations were conducted nationwide with 
the assistance of the PDEA Kg Unit, these 
include airport interdiction, and mail and parcel 
interdiction. 




















2.2 kilos of shabu worth to Php11, 052,125.00 were seized during an 
interdiction operation at DHL Warehouse, NAIA Complex, Pasay City. The 
shabu was concealed inside plastic tubes inside construction sealants. 


Of these operations, two (2) were conducted in 
the National Capital Region at the Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport (NAIA). These operations 
sulted in the confiscation of dangerous drugs 
d CPECs, including 7,372.17 grams of cocaine 
orth of Php30.96 million, and the arrest of 2 
drug personalities. 







Seven (7) mail and parcel interdiction 
operations were also conducted. These operations 
resulted in the confiscation of 13,210.43 grams of 
shabu valued at Php66.05 million.

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Eradication of Marijuana Plantation Sites 


Marijuana, the second drug of choice in the country, is being continuously cultivated in mountainous 
areas in the Philippines. Mountainous areas are the best choice of plantation site for the marijuana 
cultivators because these areas are concealed and not easily accessible to the law enforcers. 


Eleven (11) marijuana eradication operations were conducted by PDEA and other law enforcement 
agencies nationwide during the year. This resulted in the eradication of 27 marijuana plantation sites. 
59.27% or 16 sites of which were located in CAR, 25.93% or 7 sites were located in Region 7 and the 
remaining 14.81% were located in Region 1. 


These operations resulted in the arrest of two (2) drug personalities and the seizure of marijuana 
plants, leaves, seeds, stalks, seedlings and fruiting tops worth Php59.11 million. 


The largest site eradicated during the year was located in West Tinglayan, Kalinga with the total area 
of 13,057 square meters during marijuana eradication operation conducted by joint elements of PDEA 
RO CAR, PDEA RO 1, 53rd PA, and BADAC on October 27, 2017. Uprooted during this operation were 
74,452 pieces of marijuana plant worth Php14.89 million. 


There is also the notable eradication of five plantation sites with a total area of 11,820 sqm located in 
Barangays Sibakan and Togonon, Danao City, Cebu on November 10, 2017 by joint elements of PDEA RO 
7, Danao PS and PPSC 7. Destroyed were 18,119 pieces of man ane, plant and 3,000 pie of marijuana 
seedling worth Php5.74 million. bce ” “ee pe

K-9 Operations 


One of the counternarcotic strategies of the 
Agency is to strengthen its K-9 capability and 
capacity building program. Training for the NDDs 
and their handlers have been conducted and new 
drug-sniffing dogs have been procured.

One of the priority thrusts of the Agency is 
to continuously arrest high value targets. High- 
value targets are those who are arrested from 
high-impact operations or those arrested drug 
personalities who are one of the following: 


¢ Foreign nationals; 

¢ Government officials and employees; 

¢ Leader/Member of Drug Groups; 

¢ Leader/Member of Armed Groups; 

¢ Drug Den Maintainers; 

¢ Wanted-listed personalities; 

¢ Target-listed personalities; 

¢ Arrest from High-Impact Operations; and 

¢ Celebrities and other prominent 
personalities. 


A total of 75,008 drug personalities were 
arrested during the year. 2,435 of these drug 
personalities arrested are high-value targets. 


One of the notable operations for the year 
was the Search Operation at the Correctional 
Institution for Women in Mandaluyong City on 
November 6, 2017, conducted by joint elements of 
PDEA and Bureau of Corrections which resulted 
in the confiscation of 183 grams of shabu, drug 
paraphernalia, and other contrabands from Yu 
Yuk Lai, a convicted drug queen. 


On the same day, a Search Warrant was 
implemented against Diana Yu Uy, daughter of 
Yu Yuk Lai, at her residence in Solano Street, San 
Miguel, Manila. Confiscated from her were 682.92 
grams of shabu.

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Local Drug Groups 


Local drug groups are the ones accountable for the distribution of illegal drugs to the public. They 
usually operate in cahoots with transnational drug groups. 


The conduct of intelligence workshops by PDEA and other law enforcement agencies are done 
regularly to identify local drug groups and how they operate, their leaders, members and cohorts. This 
aids the intensified saturation drive of the Agency and other law enforcement agencies. 


Foreign Nationals 


Involvement of foreign nationals 
greatly contributes to the spread of illegal 
drug trade in the country. For the year, 28 
foreign nationals were arrested for drug- 
related offenses. 


Chinese nationals dominate the list of 
offenders at 8 or 28.57% of the total foreign 
nationals arrested just like the previous 
years. 


Notably, a drug mule of Colombia 
nationality was arrested on November 12, 
2017 during an interdiction operation at 
NAIA. This drug personality attempted to 
smuggle drugs by swallowing 79 pellets of 
cocaine with a total weight of 1.1 kilos.

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Transnational Drug Syndicate 
The country is vulnerable to the penetration of transnational drug syndicates due to its porous and 
long coastlines that provide ideal entry and exit points for smuggling and trafficking of illegal drugs and 


also serve as alternative transshipment area. 


There are three identified transnational drug syndicates in the country: African Drug Syndicate, 
Chinese Drug Syndicate and Mexican-Sinaloa Drug Syndicate. 


During the year, three (3) members of the African Drug Syndicates composed of Bolivian and Nigerian 
nationals were arrested, and a total of Php32.04 million worth of dangerous drugs were confiscated. 


On the other hand, there were also 8 members of the Chinese Drug Syndicate arrested.

Government Workers 


Public servants and government workers are the ones expected to lead the country in upholding the 
law. However, it is alarming to note that more of them are being involved in the illegal drug trade. For the 
year, PDEA has recorded the highest number of government workers arrested at 301. It is composed of 
129 elected officials, 27 uniformed personnel, and 145 government employees. 


One of the highest-ranking government workers arrested is Mayor Aniceto Lopez, Jr. of Maasim, 
Saranggani Province. He was arrested on October 6, 2017 at the residence of Senator Manny Pacquiao 
where he surrendered himself hours after the discovery of one kilo of shabu, 100 tablets of suspected 
ecstasy, firearms and explosives and other non-drug equipment used to manufacture drugs.

Minors Involved in Illegal Drugs 


One of the challenges being encountered by drug law enforcers is the involvement of minors in illegal 
drug activities. It is alarming to note the increase in the number of minors using and abusing illegal 
drugs. During the year, there were 568 minors ages 10-17 years old rescued. 


Majority of the minors rescued were involved in pushing illegal drugs at 294 or 52%. It was followed 
by possession at 135 or 24%. 94 or 16% were rescued from using illegal drugs. 


Trained and competent Children and Women Welfare Officers (CWWOs) manage and handle the cases 


of minors involved. They properly turn over apprehended minors to Local Social Welfare Development 
Officers (LSWDOs) of DSWD for better support and assistance.

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Seizure of Dangerous Drugs and Controlled Precursors and Essential Chemicals (CPECs) 


Every year, large volume of dangerous drugs and CPECs worth billions of pesos are being seized by 
PDEA together with other law enforcement agencies during anti-drug operations. 


For the year, Php5,515,332,712.66 billion worth of dangerous drugs and CPECs, which could have 
been distributed to the public, were seized.

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Cases Filed and Status 


The conduct of anti-drug operations never ends upon the arrest of a drug personality. It should be 
supported with prosecution which starts with the filing of cases. Operating units must ensure that drug 
arrested personalities end up in jail through careful preparation of evidences that will be used during the 
court hearing. 


For FY 2017, there are 41,224 cases filed nationwide. Of this number, 299 were resolved, while the 
remaining 40,925 cases are pending in courts.

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Monitoring of Drug Cases Nationwide 


To ensure that drug cases filed nationwide are monitored, the Agency is continuously implementing 
its case monitoring program. Through PDEA’s Project Court Watch, the Agency monitors the status of 
drug cases filed and ensures that the same are properly attended to. 


Case monitors are assigned to the regional offices to check the status and developments of cases 
filed and attendance of witnesses. PDEA National Office consolidates all case monitoring reports. These 
reports will be the basis for updates and sanctions for witnesses who failed to attend to their court duties. 
For 2017, the Agency has a total of 167 case monitors nationwide. 


Conduct of Moot Court 


To further equip the witnesses of the Agency during their appearance in actual court proceedings, 
the Agency conducts moot court session that simulate actual court proceedings. This is to ensure the 
confidence and competence of the witness during the proceeding. At least 6 moot court sessions were 
conducted by the Agency in 2017.

Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs (ICAD) 


The Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs (ICAD) is created pursuant to Executive Order 
No. 15 to ensure the implementation and compliance of the member agencies with all policies, laws and 
issuances in relation to the government’s anti-illegal drug campaign in an integrated and synchronized 
manner. 


Originally, pursuant to the EO No. 15, there were 20 member agencies composed of DDB, DILG, 
DOJ, DOH, DepEd, DSWD, DTI, DA, DND, TESDA, PIA, PAO, OSG, PCG, PNP, NBI, BOC, BI, AFP, 
AMLC and PDEA, the Chairperson of ICAD. Other member agencies were invited and added as they are 
deemed instrumental to the accomplishment of the Committee’s vision. At present, there are 41 agencies 
to include DOLE, DENR, BFP, BJMP, NICA, BuCor, CHED, OMB, DOJ-NPS, PPA, CSC, OP, BPP, DICT, 
DFA, PCOO, PPA, DBM, NAMRIA, PPC and PSA. 


The ICAD organized four clusters namely Enforcement, Justice, Advocacy and Rehabilitation and 
Reintegration. 


The creation of ICAD has been instrumental to the effective and efficient coordination and 
collaboration of all member agencies in relation to the government’s anti-drug campaign. Through 
meetings and discussion amongst the ICAD member agencies, transparency in the anti-drug campaign 
is cultivated and promoted. It also expedites coordination and action to queries and concerns. With the 
heads discussing the issues being raised in the meetings, the length of time to respond and react lessens 
and efficiency increases. 


Following were the various accomplishments noted through ICAD for FY 2017: 

* 5,072 barangays declared as drug-cleared pursuant to DDB Board Regulation No. 3 Series of 
2017; 

¢ Roll-out trainings on strengthening Barangay Anti-Drug Abuse Council (BADAC) were conducted 
to 22,000 barangays including the 5,223 barangays identified by ICAD; 

* 2,004 petitions for admission to drug rehabilitation centers were filed in courts; 

* 39,039 barangays out of 42,036 barangays nationwide had organized their BADAC; 

* 14,046 surrenderers attended the Alternative Learning System; 

¢ Preventive education lectures were conducted in 45,520 schools, 12,513 workplace setting, and to 
13,258 drug surrenderers were conducted with; 

* 2,854 legal clinics were conducted nationwide; and 

¢ REHABiNASYON, the messaging platform on the anti-drug efforts of the government, has 
been created. The ICAD REHABiNASYON National Forum and Series of Roadshows have been 
conducted in 9 cities, including Iloilo, Davao, Tacloban, Bacolod, Quezon City, Dumaguete, 
Zamboanga, General Santos and Cebu.

For the year, the Sub-Committee conducted six (6) regular meetings and 6 activities from January to 
December 2017. 


SCDDCC conducts its meetings and activities monthly and is rotated among its members to enhance 
coordination and strengthen camaraderie.

DDB Supply Reduction Committee (SRC) 


The Supply Reduction Committee (SRC)was created pursuant to Dangerous Drugs Board No. 4, S. of 
2003. Chaired by PDEA, it is formed to assist the Dangerous Drugs Board systematize and expedite the 
formulation of policies and strategies on matters pertaining to drug supply reduction and helps strengthen 
the investigatory, prosecutorial and judicial drug control capabilities of the government. 


For the year, there are three (3) issued board regulations brought to the Dangerous Drugs Board that 
originate from the Supply Reduction Committee.

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Local and International Linkages and Partnership 
Memorandum of Agreement and Understanding 


The Agency recognizes that one essential avenue to intensify the achievement of its mandate is 
the collaboration and coordination with various partners and counterparts. Its relationship with other 
countries, government agencies, government-owned and controlled corporations, local government 
units, non-government organizations and various sectors is further strengthened to gather support in the 
anti-drug campaign. 


One means to achieve this is to forge agreement with these counterparts and partners. At present, 
there are Memoranda of Agreement (MOA) and Understanding (MOU) with 16 countries and 411 local 
counterparts. 


For the year, PDEA has signed MOA/MOU with 31 local counterparts. It is this year that PDEA has 
forged agreement with Bureau of Corrections (BUCOR). This entails for the latter to provide an office 
space that will house the PDEA and Ko operating units. On November 14, 2017, the MOA signing ceremony 
and the inauguration of PDEA Liaison and Coordinating Office in New Bilibid Prison at Muntinlupa City 
were conducted. On the same day, a MOA between PDEA and Bureau of Jail Management and Penology 
(BJMP) was also signed. 


The Agency also signed amemorandum of agreement with the Land Transportation Franchising and 
Regulatory Board (LTFRB) and the Transport Network Vehicle Service (TNVS) such as GRAB, UBER and 
UHOP to deter utilization of their system and their driver-partners in transporting illegal drugs. 


Moreover, there is a Memorandum of Understanding with the Royal Thai Police on Cooperation in 
Combatting Illicit Trafficking in Narcotic Drugs and CPECs signed on September 19, 2017. 


The Agency intends to establish more connection and look for more partners who will be willing to 
support its mission to eliminate the drug problem in the country.

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Pharmaceutical and Chemical Diversion Control 


PDEA enforces regulatory control to all legitimate transactions on dangerous drugs, controlled 
precursors and essential chemicals (CPECS) to ensure their availability for the medical/pharmaceutical, 
industrial, and research requirements of the country. Licenses and permits are issued to the various 
category of licensees in the supply chain and flow of transactions of the controlled substance handled by 
the registered entity is monitored by the Agency. 


For FY 2017, 13,001 licenses for dangerous drugs and CPECS were issued and 27,929 permits were 
approved by the Agency to the regulated industries. For applications with complete requirements, the 
average time of processing up to release of license/permits are as follows: S-2 License 20 minutes; 
Dangerous Drugs/CPECS license 40 minutes; Local Order Permit 15 minutes, and for import/export 
permits through the National Single Window (NSW) application 15 working days. 


For the period, 192 Physical Security Inspections (PSI),98 Compliance Inspections/Investigations 
(CI), 216 Verifications of arrival of dangerous drugs, and 63 License Retirement Inspections (LRI) were 
conducted as part of its monitoring activities to ensure that legitimate substances are not diverted for 
illicit purposes. 


To balance regulatory enforcement vis-a-vis information education dissemination, 16 seminar 
lectures were conducted to 2,510 participants. 8 of which were seminars with workshops conducted by 
the Compliance Service in partnership with the Chemical and Pharmaceutical Industry Organization of 
the Philippines (CPIOP).

Pursuant to the provisions of RA 9165 and order of the courts, destruction of seized pieces of drug 
and non-drug evidence is being done by the Agency. For FY 2017, a total Php6.6 Billion worth of seized 
dangerous drugs including 1,062.5 kilos of shabu, 8.2 kilos of cocaine and 164.7 kilos of marijuana, were 
destroyed by the Agency.

The public is also encouraged to not only be a passive audience, but to have an active participation in 
the government’s war against illegal drugs. This is being done through Operation: Private Eye, a monetary 
reward system for informants whose information resulted in successful seizure of dangerous drugs and 
arrest of drug personalities.

For the year, a total of Php19,514,994.64 million was awarded to twenty-one (21) informants who 
provided relevant information that lead to the dismantling of one (1) large scale clandestine laboratory 
and one (1) medium scale clandestine laboratory, seizure of 409,867.2453 grams of shabu, 35,328.8 
grams of marijuana, 248,413.11 liters of liquid methamphetamine, 21 liters of hydrochloric acid, 3.79 
liters of acetone, and arrest of sixty (60) drug personalities. 


The information from informant “TOFFEE” resulted in the dismantling of a large scale 
clandestine laboratory and seizure of 248, 413.11 liters of liquid methamphetamine, 
21 liters of hydrochloric acid and 3.79 liters of acetone.

The vulnerability to temptations for corruption 
substantiates PDEA’s intensified efforts to institute 
measures that will maintain the integrity of anti- 
drug operations and its rank. Internal cleansing 
efforts have been fortified as part of the Agency’s 
commitment to weed out erring personnel 
particularly those involved in the illegal drug trade. 


During the year, as PDEA undertakes internal 
cleansing efforts, eighteen (18) personnel were 
suspended, eleven (11) were admonished and 
fourteen (14) were dismissed from the service for 
administrative violations. 


Drug-free Workplace 


As PDEA envisions to be the lead agency to 
ensure that the country will be drug-free, it first 
guarantees that its working environment is free 
of any drug abuse, activity or offense through 
the institutionalization of a drug-free workplace 
program. 


As part of the drug-free workplace program, 
surprise mandatory drug tests are being held to 
ensure that the Agency remains drug-free. For 
2017, one mandatory drug test was conducted to 
all personnel that resulted to the dismissal of those 
who were found positive for use of illegal drugs.

Logistical Capabilities 


It is necessary to equip the agency’s operating units and drug enforcement officers to be able to 
toughen the agency’s operational capabilities to exceed its operational targets and accomplish its mandate 
to suppress the drug problem in the country. 


For the year, the PDEA has procured essential and vital equipment which are needed to effectively 
address the drug problem. This is intended to augment the operational capability of the agency, such as 
mobility, firepower, communication and protective equipment.
